homicide: Police movie? 


O Officers have searched for Halifax woman since family reported her missing July 31 


The missing person case of Nadine Taylor is 
now considered a homicide. 

The 29-year-old Halifax woman, who 
worked as prostitute, went missing July 28 
when she left her home in Halifax to make 
a call and never returned. 

“Nadine has not been located yet. How¬ 
ever we’re determined to continue on in 
our investigation in hopes of finding her,” 
said Const. Brian Palmeter with the Halifax 
Regional Police. 

Palmeter wouldn’t say what specifically 
led police to change the status of the case. 


► Stepping Stone, a 
support organiza¬ 
tion for sex work¬ 
ers in HRM, issued 
a release 
Thursday saying 
they support the 
investigation and 
hope “justice will 
be served." 

Officers spent about seven days in Au¬ 


gust searching the Weybum Road home in 
Dartmouth of Steven Elliot Laffin, 36. He is 
in jail facing charges of kidnapping, 
forcible confinement, aggravated sexual as¬ 
sault and death threats against a woman. 

The charges stem from an incident on 
Aug. 16, allegedly involving a prostitute 
from Spiyfield. She was allegedly locked in 
a trunk and escaped while the vehicle was 
moving. His next court date is Oct. 19. 

Palmeter would not say if Laffin is a sus¬ 
pect in the Taylor homicide, or if there are 
any suspects. • Jennifer taplin

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Man killed in Dartmouth crash 



A two-car collision in Dart¬ 
mouth has left one person 
dead and sent two to hos¬ 
pital. 

Police were called to the 
corner of Craigburn Drive 
and Waverley Road just be¬ 
fore noon on Thursday. 

According to Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police spokesperson 
Const. Brian Palmeter, a 
sedan turning onto Waver- 


ly collided with a pickup 
truck driven by an off-duty 
police officer. 

“The car was pulling out 
off Craigburn Drive from a 
stop sign out onto Waver¬ 
ley Road, and was struck 
by a truck that was travel¬ 
ling southwest,” he said. 
“There were two elderly 
people in the car, a man 
who was pronounced dead 
on the scene and a woman 
who was transported to 
hospital with undeter¬ 
mined injuries.” 


The driver of the truck 
was not injured, but a fe¬ 
male passenger was trans¬ 
ported to hospital with 
minor leg injuries. 

Palmeter said the inves¬ 
tigation is still in its early 
stages. 

“At this point, it’s too 
early to say. There were no 
independent witnesses to 
the accident,” he said of a 
possible cause. 

“But at this point, it’s 
not believed that speed is a 
factor.”

Unlike his vote on Wednes¬ 
day, Peter Stoffer isn’t tak¬ 
ing a side on whether he’ll 
survive the political storm 
over his decision to switch 
and vote to save the long- 
gun registry. “I’ll leave that 
up to the electorate,” he 
proclaimed Thursday. 

Stoffer has taken a self- 
described “major hit” politi¬ 
cally after announcing 
Monday he was switching 
sides and voting to save the 
controversial legislation. 

His decision came after 
voting several times previ¬ 
ously to kill a registry he re¬ 
mains “adamantly against.” 

In the end, Stoffer deliv¬ 
ered what turned out to be 
the deciding vote on 
Wednesday night in the 
House of Commons as MPs

voted down a Tory private 
member’s bill to scrap the 
registry, 153-151. 

“It’s the most difficult 
political decision I’ve ever 
made,” he said. 

The long-gun registry de¬ 
bate is expected to be ffont- 
and-centre again as the 
Tories say they’ll make it an 
issue in the next federal 
election — and it could 
mean lost votes for the pop¬ 
ular NDP MP. 

“But if one issue deter¬ 
mines a person’s vote, and 
they don’t care about any 
other issues, there’s not 
much a politician can do 
about that,” he said.

The 24-year-old man seri¬ 
ously hurt in an industrial 
accident on Wednesday is 
in stable condition in hospi¬ 
tal, according to his em¬ 
ployer. 

“We understand our em¬ 
ployee’s condition is stable 
after surgery overnight,” 
Steve Ross, general manag¬ 
er of Cherubini Metal 
Works, said in a statement 
issued on Thursday. 

Kevin Finch with the De¬ 
partment of Labour said the 
worker was welding a 22- 


tonne piece of metal at the 
Cherubini Metal Works 
shop on Pleasant Street in 
Dartmouth when the sup¬ 
porting jigs gave way. The 
worker’s right arm was se¬ 
verely injured. 

The incident happened 
just at about 3:10 p.m. on 
Wednesday. 

Finch said they issued a 
stop-work order on the jigs 
in the shop until they are 
deemed safe in an inspec¬ 
tion. The shop was also re¬ 
quested to provide a 
number of documents and 
inspection reports to the 
provincial department. 

Ross said the company is

The province’s decision on 
the proposed new trade 
centre for downtown Hali¬ 
fax may take a little longer 
than originally hoped. 

Transportation and In¬ 
frastructure Renewal Min¬ 
ster Bill Estabrooks told 
reporters Thursday that 
while he still hopes to 
reach a decision by the end 
of the month, there’s a pos¬ 
sibility it may take longer. 

“Whether we’re able as a 
cabinet and as a govern¬ 
ment to meet that deadline 
or not is yet to be deter¬ 
mined,” said Estabrooks. 

Estabrooks said he and 
his cabinet colleagues will 
continue to gather public 


input. But he said it would 
be premature to release de¬ 
veloper Rank Inc.’s propos¬ 
al at this time. 

“As I’ve said all along, I’d 
like to get as much infor¬ 
mation out to the public as 
possible,” said Estabrooks. 

Estabrooks wasn’t sure 
whether the proposal, as 
well as the province’s 
shadow bid, would be re¬ 
leased to the public before 
the government reaches a 
decision. 

Neither Estabrooks nor 
Premier Darrell Dexter 
would comment on how 
much the developer is ask¬ 
ing for from the province. 
Mayor Peter Kelly had pre¬ 
viously estimated the cost 
to be between $30 million 
and $50 million for each 
level of government. 




No word yet on pension review 


Premier Darrell Dexter reaf¬ 
firmed his openness to a re¬ 
view into the MLA pension 
plan, but again refused to 
shed any light as to if or 
when he’ll call for one. 

Dexter said Thursday his 
position hadn’t changed 
from a week ago, when the 
Canadian Taxpayers Feder¬ 
ation opened its Atlantic 
offices with a report on 
politician’s pension plans. 


“I’m open to (a review),” 
said Dexter. “I think there 
should be a review at the 
appropriate time.” 

According to the CTF, 
Nova Scotians contribute 
$22 for every $1 con¬ 
tributed by politicians. 

Dexter said he’s inter¬ 
ested to see what comes 
out of a similar review cur¬ 
rently ongoing in New 
Brunswick. 


He denied that he was 
in conflict when it came to 
ordering a review. 

“That’s why we put it 
out to independent peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “When I sat 
on council, people used to 
ask me if I affect the tax 
rate, is my own tax rate af¬ 
fected. And of course those 
things are true. But I don’t 
think those as conflicts.”

“There are plastic balls 
in the concrete and it re¬ 
duces the amount of con¬ 
crete by 30 to 40 per cent,”

and urinals. 

► 85 heat pumps in the 
building redistribute heat 
to save 55 per cent in ener¬ 
gy costs. 

she said, explaining some 
of the building’s features. 

“This is the third instal¬ 
lation of this technology in 
North America.” 

It has a solar wall (pre¬ 
heats air going into the 
building), a white roof (re¬ 
flects heat in the summer) 
and a green roof (filters 
pollutants and increases 
water run off). 

The building also fea¬ 
tures racks for 72 bikes as 
well as showers and lock¬ 
ers for people who walk or 
bike.

Canada, Harper made 
clear, deserves one of two 
available berths on the Se¬ 
curity Council, the UN’s 
top decision-making body. 

“If we are elected, we 


urged fellow world leaders 
to press forward with re¬ 
newed determination in 
the quest for Mideast 
peace. 

He acknowledged 
peace efforts have en¬ 
countered “few peaks and 
many valleys.”

Canada’s battle with the 
bulge is continuing to esca¬ 
late with nearly a quarter 
of the population part of 
the country’s rising obesi¬ 
ty rates, a new report from 
a leading economic organi¬ 
zation said Thursday. 

In its inaugural obesity 
study, the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation 
and Development detailed 
the economic and finan¬ 
cial toll of rising obesity 
rates. The findings are 
based on data from 11 of 
its 33 member countries. 

The report said Canada 
has a relatively high num¬ 
ber of overweight citizens, 
saying one in four Canadi¬ 
ans currently qualifies as 
obese with that number 


expected to climb a fur¬ 
ther five per cent over the 
next decade. 

Weight concerns were 
particularly prevalent 
among Canadian men, the 
report said, adding two in 
three are categorized as 
overweight. 

Canadian obesity rates 
are well below those of the 
United States, identified by 
the OECD as the fattest na¬ 
tion among its member 
countries. 

South of the border, 70 
per cent of residents are 
classified as overweight. 
The number of obese 
Americans is projected to 
rise to 75 per cent by 2020, 
the report said.

Tens of thousands of 
French workers took to 
the streets Thursday for 
the second day of nation¬ 
wide strikes this month to 
protest President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s plan to raise the 
retirement age to 62, with 
union walkouts crippling 
planes, trains and schools 
across the country. 

The strikes are seen as a 
test for the conservative 


Sarkozy and are being 
watched elsewhere in Eu¬ 
rope, as governments 
struggle to rein in costs 
with unpopular austerity 
measures after the Greek 
debt crisis scared markets 
and sapped confidence in 
the entire 16-nation euro 
currency. 

Estimates of protesters 
varied wildly. In Marseille, 
police put the turnout at 


22,000, while organizers 
said it was tenfold higher. 

Paris police said 65,000 
people turned out for the 
capital’s march, compared 
with 80,000 earlier this 
month. Organizers put 
turnout at the Sept. 7 Paris 
march at 270,000, but had¬ 
n’t yet released an esti¬ 
mate for Thursday’s 
demonstration.

A Pakistani scientist con¬ 
victed of trying to kill U.S. 
agents and militaiy offi¬ 
cers has been sentenced to 
86 years in prison. Aafia 
Siddiqui was sentenced 
Thursday in Manhattan. 

Siddiqui’s strange legal 
odyssey began two sum¬ 
mers ago in Afghanistan, 
where she turned up cariy- 
ing evidence that — de¬ 
pending on the argument 
— proved she was either a 
terrorist or a lunatic. 

She was labelled an al- 
Qaida supporter and was 
brought to the United 
States after her July 2008 ar¬ 
rest in Afghanistan. She 
was convicted of grabbing a 
rifle and tiying to shoot U.S. 
authorities while yelling, 
“Death to Americans!” 

Siddiqui’s sentencing 
touched off protests in 
Pakistan and outside the 


Manhattan courthouse. 

Prosecutors cited threat¬ 
ening notes Siddiqui was 
carrying at the time of her 
detention. They claimed 
the notes, along with the 
fact that she was carrying 
sodium cyanide, showed 
she wasn’t an accidental 
menace. 

The defence argued in 
court papers that their 
client’s outburst inside a 
cramped Afghan outpost 


was a spontaneous “freak 
out,” born of mental ill¬ 
ness instead of militancy. 

Siddiqui’s rambling 

courtroom rants proclaim¬ 
ing her innocence and of¬ 
fering odd solutions for 
Middle East peace ran 
counter to the prosecu¬ 
tion’s portrait of “a cold, 
calculating jihadist who 
set out to harm American 
troops by any means nec¬ 
essary,” the defence wrote. 


Siddiqui, 38, trained at 
the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology and 
Brandeis University in the 
early 1990s. Authorities 
claim she returned to her 
native Pakistan in 2003 af¬ 
ter mariying an al-Qaida 
operative related to Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed, the 
admitted mastermind of 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terror¬ 
ist attacks.

Video rental giant Block¬ 
buster Inc. is filing for 
bankruptcy protection 
in the United States, but 
its Canadian operations 
say they’re not affected 
by the reorganization. 

Blockbuster Canada 
vice-president and gen¬ 
eral manager Bariy 
Guest said in a 
statement early 
Thursday that its opera¬ 


tions are still profitable. 

“Blockbuster Canada 
operates independently 
of the U.S. and is finan¬ 
cially stable,” he said. 

“We have the assets 
and cash flow to execute 
our business plan.” 

The troubled U.S. 
rental chain made a sub¬ 
mission to the U.S. Bank¬ 
ruptcy Court in the 
Southern District of New 
York on Thursday, in 
which it outlined plans 
to recapitalize its 
balance sheet and trans¬ 
form its business model. 

The company, which 
had warned investors it 
might file for bankrupt¬ 
cy protection, was delist¬ 
ed in early July by the 
New York Stock 
Exchange.

W hile my 
daughter

fruit pie at the door. 

It’s done. The 
Descoteaux family has 
bought “local.” Will I keep 
going down this path? Buy 
a saw at the village 
hardware store instead of 
Canadian Tire? No. 

Buying local can, some¬ 
times, help the 
environment. But its 
virtues stop here. Fresh 
food? Yes. Locally-made 
clothes, a bicycle made in 
Canada? Why not, as long 
as these products are com¬ 


petitive with regard to 
price and quality. But pay¬ 
ing more to “encourage 
the local economy?” No 
thanks. 

By spending more (too 
much) money on one item, 
you have less money left 
to spend at other local re¬ 
tailers. But, primarily, the 
very reason we are rich is 
that we trade. Chinese, 
German, Ontarian, or 
Quebecois producers spe¬ 
cialize in those areas 
where they excel. By 
exchanging our talents 
and resources, we gain ac¬ 
cess to a greater variety of 
cheaper, higher quality 
products. The more 
human beings who bring 
their talents and creativity 
to the table, the more soci¬ 
ety prospers. Buying local¬ 
ly reduces the number of 
participants. It deprives us 


of talent and stifles 
creativity. 

A thought experiment: 
Imagine that the residents 
of your city only bought lo¬ 
cally for 10 years. Now 
imagine stepping through 
the door of your favourite 
store. What do you see on 
the shelves? Veiy little. 

Not surprising: In a “local” 
economy, we have to pro¬ 
duce everything for 
ourselves. As our talents 
are limited, you can kiss 
goodbye to iPods, Harry 
Potter books or Spanish 
wines. 

And where do we draw 
the line? If buying Ontario 
products is good for 
Ontario, then restricting 
our purchases to Toronto 
products should be even 
better for Toronto. If I live 
in Willowdale, do I need to 
make sure my money 
“stays” in Willowdale? If 
the residents of 
Newtonbroolc West start 
buying local, must they 
stop shopping in Newton- 


brook East? 

It’s serious. When 
Barack Obama imposes his 
“Buy American” clause for 
road construction, he is 
telling American business¬ 
es: Buy local. And 
hundreds of Canadians 
lose their job. 

A growing number of 
pundits and politicians 
want to convince us — if 
not force us — to buy 
local. Wrong. 

An economy grows — 
and its members grow 
richer — when new, less 
expensive ways of produc¬ 
ing goods are discovered, 
not when people pay more 
than they have to. Saying 
no to the talents of others 
is a sure way of making us 
all poorer.

O Canadians are carrying the highest level of debt relative 
to other G8 countries, according to a bankruptcy trustee 


The dark cloud of bank¬ 
ruptcy looms over many 
Canadians who are watch¬ 
ing their debts rise faster 
than their income, but for 
those not yet drowning, 
there’s an alternative 
known as the consumer 
proposal. 

It’s a relatively new 
process that offers creditor 
protection while a portion 
of debt is repaid. And as a 
solution to financial woes, 
it is quickly becoming 
more popular than its 
more painful cousin, the 
personal bankruptcy fil¬ 
ing. 

“(Proposals) work out 
well for the creditors be¬ 
cause they’re getting some 
money back, more money

back than in a bankruptcy, 
and from the individual 
standpoint — it’s not a 
bankruptcy,” says Andy 
Fisher, a bankruptcy 
trustee. 

Consumer proposals 
were introduced in the 
1990s for people who can’t 
afford to pay off their 
debts in full, but have in¬ 
come that is consistent 
enough that they can con¬ 
tinue to make monthly 
payments. In the after- 


math of the global finan¬ 
cial crisis, they’re being 
used more and more. 

Last September the fed¬ 
eral government enacted 
legislation that made filing 
for bankruptcy more ex¬ 
pensive and time consum¬ 
ing and consumer 
proposals more attractive. 

Personal bankruptcies 
have fallen from peak lev¬ 
els reached during the re¬ 
cession last year — by 7.6 
per cent for the first seven 
months of 2010. 

The number of con¬ 
sumer proposals increased 
30.6 per cent through to 
July, according to the Of¬ 
fice of the Superintendent 
of Bankruptcies.

U.S. wildlife biologists 
moved eight female pan¬ 
thers from Texas — close 
relatives yet genetically 
distinct — into south 
Florida 15 years ago in 
hopes of boosting repro¬ 
duction, and the immigra¬ 
tion paid off. 

Now scientists have 
created an astonishingly 
in-depth family tree of to¬ 
day’s panthers to prove 
the genetic mixing not 
only left a bigger popula¬ 
tion but also a healthier 
one — offering support 
for this type of conserva¬ 
tion as biologists struggle 
to save pockets of rare 
species the world over. 

“Our results have 
shown you can have a 


positive impact on these 
endangered populations 
by doing this genetic 
restoration,” said study 
co-author David Onorato, 
a research scientist with 
the Florida Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation 
Commission. 

Indeed, many of the 
world’s remaining lions 
and tigers live in very 
small groups where 


inbreeding may threaten 
their health just like it 
threatened the Florida 
panthers, and might ben¬ 
efit from similar “genetic 
rescues,” said Stuart 
Pimm, a conservation bi¬ 
ologist at Duke Universi¬ 
ty. He was not part of the 
new study but has 
separately tracked the 
panther program.

When Fubar came out in 
2002, nobody expected it 
to become the massive 
cult hit that it did — in¬ 
cluding writer and direc¬ 
tor Michael Dowse.

ble to resist. 

For the first hour or so, 
it’s easy to see why.

Stone clearly has a 
lot of fun reviving Gekko in 
a new era, cheekily having 
him write a book in prison 
called “Is Greed Good?” 

But once the novelty 
wears off and the in-jolces 
run their course, there real¬ 
ly isn’t anything important 
in the movie that wasn’t 
covered last time. 

The main problem is 
that the focus isn’t on 
Gekko, but on a new Wall 
Street hot shot, played by 
the underwhelming Shia 
LaBeouf, and his relation¬ 
ship with Geklco’s daugh¬ 
ter. Endless drawn out 
relationship scenes distract 
from Stone’s capitalist cri¬ 
tique and it even absurdly 
transforms Gekko into a 
good man by the end. 

Whenever the boys are 
talking business the movie 
has bite, but there are too 
many distractions from the 
sidelines. 

Despite the talent 
involved, this is just anoth¬ 
er superfluous sequel.

Really, the women of 
“You Again” should just get 
over it. 

They should move on 
from the resentments, jeal¬ 
ousies and grudges they've 
held onto since high 
school and embrace the 
people they've become to¬ 
day — even if what they've 
developed into are stock 
characters in a lame, PG- 
rated comedy. 

Instead, they tiy and 
tear each other apart in the 
most crass, slapsticky man¬ 
ner possible. Sure, it’s only 
a movie, and so any sense 
of indignation in watching 
it is probably misplaced. 
But You Again unfortunate¬ 
ly perpetuates all the worst 
cliches about women being 


insecure, petty, spiteful, 
competitive and cruel, and 
it does it in the name of 
comedy — which is a prob¬ 
lem, because it's pretty 
much never funny. 

What's truly dishearten¬ 
ing: It was written by a 
woman, Moe Jelline, with 
her first produced screen¬ 
play. 

You Again begins in 
2002, with uber-nerd 
Mami Olivia Olsen (Kristen 
Bell) looking into the cam¬ 
era and describing how aw¬ 
ful high school is. She's 
constantly tormented by 
uber-mean girl Joanna 
(Odette Yustman), the gor¬ 
geous head cheerleader. 

But that bullying makes 
her stronger, and eventual¬ 
ly she ditches the glasses, 
pimples and stringy hair 
and looks like ... Kristen 
Bell. 

Now, Mami's a rising 
public relations executive. 
But as she heads back to 
her small town in 
Northern California for her 
brother's wedding, she re¬ 
alizes at the last minute 
who the bride is: Joanna. 
How this discoveiy never 


took place prior to a phone 
call on the airplane en 
route back home is totally 
implausible, but whatever. 

If only the characters 
had used their brains to 
cook up revenge against 
each other for ancient 
slights, that might have 
seemed more tolerable. 
Here, if there’s a stack of 
plates, you know they're 
going to get thrown. If 
there's a vat of soup, it's 
getting dumped on some¬ 
one's head. 

You Again is that kind of 
movie. Director Andy Fick¬ 
man (She's the Man) 
telegraphs his jokes and 
sight gags from a mile 
away, with plenty of jaunty 
music to accompany the 
antics; later on, generically 
heartwarming music will 
swell as the characters rec¬ 
oncile. Come to think of it, 
there are no surprises to be 
had here at all. 

The actresses do give it 
their all, though, and a few 
moments between Sigour¬ 
ney Weaver and Jamie Lee 
Curtis make you long for a 
smarter, more substantial

Zaclc Snyder’s latest, Leg¬ 
end of the Guardians: the 
Owls of Ga’Hoole, is visu¬ 
ally stunning, a feat of ani¬ 
mation technology and 
the best used of 3-D since 
Avatar made it a require¬ 
ment for every studio tent- 
pole. 

It’s just a shame that 


the stoiy isn’t half as good 
as the visual artistry 
deserves. Based on a series 
of successful kids’ books 
called “the Guardians of 
Ga’Hoole,” the film 
follows a young owl — 
yes, an owl — as he goes 
on a standard-issue hero’s 
journey to become one of 
the Guardians he’s 
idolized since he was an 

egg- 

Part of why the story 
falls short is the fact that 
the hero’s journey 
template has been done 
pretty much to death. 
Parts of Legend of the 
Guardian come so close to 
an all-owl production of 
Lord of the Rings or Star 


Wars that it’s hard not to 
roll your eyes. 

Another reason is, 
between the Australian 
and British accents and 
the odd names for charac¬ 
ters, places and objects, 
it’s hard to keep track of 
pretty much anything, 
leaving the viewer spend¬ 
ing the first few seconds 
of each scene tiying to re¬ 
member which owl is 
which — and there are a 
lot of them. Interesting 
names like Ga’Hoole, Strix 
Struma and Otulissa 
might work on the page, 
but to an audience 
unfamiliar with them, the 
owls might as well just be 
hooting. ©NEDEHRBAR

Boole of World Records 
notation as the sequel 
with the longest gap 
from its original until it 
was bumped off by Fanta¬ 
sia/2000, which came a 
whooping 59 years after 
Fantasia. 

Not record breaking, 
but still substantial are 
The Color of Money, 
which trailed The 
Hustler by 25 years and 
An American Werewolf 
in Paris which bounded 


into theatres 16 years af¬ 
ter An American 
Werewolf in London. 

Sci-fi fans also had to 
wait 16 years for the fol¬ 
low up to 2001: A Space 
Odyssey. 2010: The Year 
We Make Contact 
featured a whole new 
cast (save for Douglas 
Rain who reprised his 
role as the voice of HAL 
9000) but original direc¬ 
tor Stanley Kubrick was 
given a cameo of sorts. 

He can be seen as the So¬ 
viet premier on the cover 
of Time magazine. 

Speaking of directors, 
it’s unusual for the origi¬ 
nal director to come 
back and direct a sequel 
a decade later, but Troy 
Duffy, stuck to his guns 
(literally) and ten years 
after The Boondock 
Saints came The 
Boondock Saints II: All 
Saints Day. 

“To me, the successful 
sequels in the past have 
given you everything 
you’ve loved from the 
first film, plus a brand- 
new storyline that you 
could never have predict¬ 
ed,” said Duffy. 

Oliver Stone, who had 
never made a sequel to 
any of his films before re¬ 
mounting Wall Street, 
seems to have followed 
Duffy’s advice filling his 
new film with 
touchstones from the 
original, but let’s hope 
he’s joking when he says, 
“I should go back and do 
'Son of Scarface' or some¬ 
thing!”

O William Shatner had a lot to learn about Canada’s 
film awards O That didn’t stop him from having fun 
hosting a look back 


William Shatner admits he 
doesn’t know much about 
the Genie Awards. 

He’s never received one 
— he’s never even been 
nominated for one — and 
he makes hay of that fact 
in a one-hour TV special 
celebrating Canada’s 
biggest film prize that airs 
Friday on CBC. 

The bit of buffoonery is 
a tongue-in-cheek nod to 
the Genies’ fractured his¬ 
tory with a Canadian pub¬ 
lic much more familiar 
with U.S. superstars and 
the ostentatious glitz of 
the Oscars south of the 
border. 

“Not that many people 
watch the Genies,” Shat¬ 
ner acknowledges in a 
phone interview earlier 
this week. 

“I did everything I could 
to make it interesting, to 
make it fun,” he says of the 


TV special, in which a 
boorish version of himself 
hosts the proceedings 
while clashing with crew 
members in a behind-the- 
scenes comedy bit. 

“They came down from 
Toronto to Los Angeles and 
they came with a script ... 
and I just did everything I 
could to make it entertain¬ 
ing.” 

Kids in the Hall comic 
Dave Foley appears as the 
special’s exasperated direc¬ 
tor, Alan Thiclce plays a 
brown-nosing producer 
and Jason Priestley shows 
up as a possible host re¬ 
placement for an out-of- 
control Shatner. 

In between, clips from 
past Genie shows recall 
some of the most beloved 
Canadian productions of 
the last 30 years while 
homegrown film giants 
discuss their favourite 


homegrown features. 

Director Atom Egoyan 
cites 1982’s The Grey Fox 
as having a special place in 
his heart while actor Paul 
Gross jokingly cites his 
own films Men With 
Brooms, Passchendaele 
and Gunless as paramount 
before settling on 1970’s 
Goin’ Down the Road for 
being “one of the great 
films (that) sort of started 
us all off in many ways.”

CHANGES AFOOT FOR DIGITAL 


L ast week, I 
gave a pres¬ 
entation to 
a group of 
broadcast¬ 
ers about 

the future of digital 
music. I’d have liked to 
have had everything fin¬ 
ished in plenty of time 
but once again I was 
working late the night be¬ 
fore. It wasn’t that I had 
been procrastinating. It’s 
because these days, things 
in the digital music space 
can change almost hourly. 
Here’s a look at what we 
might expect between 
now and Christmas. 

Ping: Apple’s new 
iTunes component 
masquerades as a social 
network — but it’s not. 

It’s a closed system that 
only allows you to 
communicate with other 
Ping-sters while inside 
iThnes. There were plans 
to integrate it with Face- 
book, but when they 
heard that Apple was sud¬ 
denly planning to bring 
over 160 million users to 
their servers, they said: 


“Um, can we talk about 
this?” To make Ping really 
useful, Apple, Facebook 
and TWitter will have to 
make nice. 

Google Music One of 

the worst-kept secrets in 
the tech world this sum¬ 
mer was Google’s work 
on setting up a music 
store to combat iTunes. 
Given that Apple won’t 
let Android-powered 
phones (Android being 
Google’s open source 
smart phone operating 
system), work with 
iTunes, Google has been 
thinking about setting up 
their own store for 
months. The record labels 
LOVE this idea because 


they’re concerned that 
iTunes is holding too 
many cards right now. 

The New MySpace: Be¬ 
cause MySpace didn't 
keep up with the times, 
Facebook came along and 
quickly ate their lunch in 
the social networking are¬ 
na. But although many 
have declared MySpace 
dead, there may be a res¬ 
urrection in the offing as 
soon as Oct. 15 when Proj¬ 
ect Futura — the code 
name for a major 
MySpace redesign — 
could reclaim some of 
that lost ground in the 
music space. Hell, whatev¬ 
er they’re doing, it has to 
be better than Ping. 


Facebook: With 500 
million users, Facebook 
can withstand whatever 
blistering attack comes 
with the opening of the 
movie. The Social 
Network, next week. If I 
were them. I’d have all 
my developers working 
on something I’d call 
Facebook Music, an easy 
way for friends to recom¬ 
mend and share music 
discoveries within the ex¬ 
isting Facebook network.

O Even near fatal crash can’t stop 
Canadian producer, musician 


Nestled in an industrial 
corridor of Toron¬ 
to’s west side, 
a low- 


slung old building with 
chipped off-white bricks 
and a bright red door con¬ 
ceals Daniel Lanois’s new 
cathedral of sound. 

The building used to be 
a Buddhist temple. Lanois 
bought it years ago and 
renovated it, and he’s here 
now preparing for his am¬ 
bitious Nuit Blanche instal¬ 
lation. 

He’s also only a few days 
away from the release of 
Neil Young’s Le Noise, 
which Lanois produced, 
and a little over a month 
from the debut release 
from Lanois’s Black Dub 
outfit. 

It seems like a lot for 
someone still recovering 
from a near-fatal motorcy¬ 
cle accident, but Lanois 
says he wouldn’t have it 
any other way. 

“I’m made of the stu¬ 


dio,” he says with a 
smile. 

How much 
time is 


he 

spending there, exactly? 

“How much time am I 
spending in the studio? I 
don’t know — 47 years?” 
he replies with a laugh. 

“I think if you were to 
open me up you’d probably 
find equipment in there.” 

The healing process 
since Lanois’s June accident 
has been a long one. 

The crash occurred as 
Lanois navigated the scenic 
Silverlalce enclave of Los 
Angeles atop his dazzling 
BMW HP2 Megamoto — a 
two-cylinder Supermoto 
with a sleek blue frame 
and white tank. 

Suddenly, a car in front 
of him pulled into the park¬ 
ing lot of a variety store 
and Lanois hopped up onto 
the curb to evade the other 
driver. He smashed into a 
telephone box and when 
he came to, he was lying on 


the side¬ 
walk 


while 
onlook¬ 
ers called 
for an ambu¬ 
lance. 

Lanois suffered a 
fractured collarbone and 
pelvis, six broken ribs and 
a troublesome amount of 
internal bleeding. 


Now, 

he’s mobile 
again after months 
of physiotherapy and 
some time in a wheel¬ 
chair. 

He’s still dealing with 
ramifications from the inci¬ 
dent. He says there’s a twist 
in the bone on eight differ¬ 
ent ribs, which didn’t 
mend properly. His lung ca¬ 
pacity isn’t what it used to 
be either, though he says 
that he expects to recover 
from the internal bleeding 
with time.

Hamilton- 

raised superproducer — 
best known for his work 
with U2 and Bob Dylan — 
says he now has good days 
and bad. This was a bad 
day, but he shrugged away 
expressions of concern. 

“I think we’ll be all 
right,” said Lanois, clad in a 
grey cashmere V-neck 
sweater and black skinny 
jeans, with his shaggy 
beard inching up to the 
edges of his cheekbones. 

“I just want to keep do¬ 
ing good work. That’s what 
I do. Or hopefully.” 

Lanois is particularly 
proud of his Black Dub col¬ 
lective, whose debut re¬ 
lease is expected to drop in 
November. 

The project seamlessly 
integrates elements of dub, 
trip hop, soul and rock. It 
occasionally brings to mind 
the alley-crawling din of 
The xx or Portishead, but 
vocalist Trixie Whitley’s 
unchained vocals lend the 
self-titled record a unique 
feel. 

The album was recorded 
largely live off the floor, 
without overdubs. Lanois 
says he was able to work 
that way mostly because of 
Whitley, whom the produc¬ 
er has known since she was 
two years old.

necessaiy. 

“I was a friend 
of her dad’s and that’s re¬ 
ally the connection,” said 
Lanois, referring to the late 
musician Chris Whitley, 
who died in 2005. 

“It was a chance en¬ 
counter with Trixie and her 
mom in Belgium when Bri¬ 
an Blade and I had a show 
out there. She said, ‘I’m 
singing now.’ I heard her 
sing, and she was a veiy 
special singer and all- 
around writer, a great 
writer — just a force, a 
great force.”
